— The 
next move in the World Court con- 
troversy is up to the powers wio0 
assembled at Geneva recently and 
rejected the American reservations 
which had been adopted by the 
United States Senate. 

The word “rejected” is used od- 
visedly. For President Coolidge 
regards the action of the foreign 
Governments as a rejection of the 
American proposal. This was of- 
ficially disclosed at the White 
House. The President also f2c:s 
that the proposals the foreign Gov- 
ernments repected was the Senate's 
own proposal and that, therefore, 
he must ask the Senate whether it 
desires to change the wording of 
the proposal to conform to the 
ideas of the forergn Governmetn’s. 

He proposes to do the asking in 
informal fashion rather than by 
formal message so there will ve no 
time lost in extended debate. I¢ is 
a foregone conclusion that Sena- 
tors of both political parties 7 i)] 
tell him—namely, that it is use'«ss 
to reopen the question and permit 
the “irreconcilables’’ to talk it to 
death and destroy enances of hav- 
ing other important legislation ict- 
ed on in the coming short session 
of Congress. 

Powers to Be Advised. 

Senator Swanson, 


leader, who handled the fight for 
the World Court, was the first cona- 
sulted by President Coolidge. Swan- 


son had been in Geneva at the 
time the American  reservatiuns 
were under consideration so knows 
the viewpoint of foreign Govern- 
ments. Possibly they thought the 
American Senate would be concilia- 
tory and would accept the interpre- 
tian placed on the famous fifth 
reservation. 

They will shortly be advised that 
it would be difficult to get two- 
thirds of the Senate to accept the 
new interpretation. So if the rest 
of the world wants the United 
States in the World Court, the lan- 
guage of the diplomatic note to be 
addressed to the United States soon 
by other Governments must be 
changed. There still is time to do 
it for the final diplomatic ex- 
changes have not been carried out. 

The views of the United States 
will be told informally to some of 
the American Ambassadors anid 
Ministers abroad through ‘Depart- 
ment of State if the President can 
obtain a consensus of opinion of 
the Senate in time to do so. 

Pride May Prevent Change. 

When the Powers receive word 
that the Senate will not accept the

Miles declared that he would 
spend his life in jail rather than 
change his policy, and A. G. El- 
more, county superintendent of 
schools, who swore to the com- 
plaint against the farmer, said 
that he would do his best to keep 
him behind the bars “all winter.’ 
Miles said that he intends to serd 
the boys to an industrial school 
after Christmas, but never to Oak- 
dale High School.

According to Pacina and Joe Le- 
pri, said to be a fruit dealer of 
Clinton, Ind., Albert telegraphed 
them from St. Louis to meet him 
at a Danville hotel yesterday with 
cash for the purchase of wholesaie 
quantities of grapes which Albert 
said he could sell at a low figure. 

Money Taken From Rooms. 

Lepri went to Danville with 
$12,000, which he carried in a 
satchel, and Pacina arrived shortly 
afterward with $6000 in his coat 
pocket. Albert met the men as 
planned and a short conference 
was held in the hotel, the two men 
leaving their money in_ their 
rooms. Then; according to the vic- 
tims’ report, Albert suggested that 
they complete their transaction at 
luncheon and the three went into 
the dining room. A few minutes 
later, Albert excused himself and 
left the dining room. When he 
did not return, Pacina and Lepri 
went into their rooms and discov- 
ered their cash had been stolen. 
They accused Albert of the theft. 

Albert’s room, when searched, 
appeared to have been vacated 
hastily, the two suitcases of drugs 
being left behind. The police are 
now trying to find what this drug 
might have been intended for.

Competition of Specialists, Reason 
Given in Board of Directors’ 
Recommendation.

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—Liquida- 
tion of Claflin’s, Inc., one of the 
largest dry goods jobbing houses in 
the world, was recommended today 
by the Board of Directors, who 
called a special meeting of stock- 
holders for Oct. 15 to take action 
on the proposal. 

Inability of the concern to com- 
pete with specialists in the trade Is 
given as the reason for the action. 

Among the directors of Claflin’s 
$6,000,000 corporation are some of 
the heads of leading dry goods mill 
agencies in the country. 

Several years ago, the company, 
then known as H. B. Claflin Co., 
doing an annual business of about 
$30,000,000 went into receivership, 
hut subsequently was reorganized. 

Harry P. Bonties, president, a 
former St. Louis dry goods mer- 
chant, said there had been a gen- 
eral shrinkage in business and 
Claflin’s, Inc., as it was constituted 
today, could not compete in the 
New York market with concerns 
which specialized in the varisus 
lines of the trade. 


Harry P. Bonties resided in St. 
Louis from 1900 to 1911, when he 
went to New York. He was a 14i- 
rector of the Ely-Walker Dry 
Goods Co., and manager of the 
wash goods department of that «s- 
tablishment. He took several Ely- 
Walker employes with him to New 
York.

Judge 
Ben B. Lindsey of Denver deciares 
himself to be firmly of the opinion 
that there is, “and shall abide 
by my belief,” he says. The fa- 
mous Judge of the Juvenile and 
Family Court of Colorado has 
never in the past hesitated to state 


¥the social conclusions reached by 


himself on the data voluntarily 
provided him by those who seek 
his guidance, but he bas mever 50 
frankly as now declared his be- 
liefs relative to the social changes 
that he says are sweeping over 
America. 

Judge Lindsey's conclusions are 
stated with calm simplicity in quite 
the most revolutionary article that 
has ever appeared from his pen. 
It is published in the October issue 
of the Red Book Magazine under 
the title, “The Moral Revolt.” The 
writer makes it quite clear that the 
“older generation,” that is, middle 
age. in America, has taken a leaf 
from the book of revolutionary 
youth and is laying out a new and 
more ‘rational’ path for itself 
after casting away many of the 
taboos and traditional conventions 
that have grown up in Angio-Saron 
countries around the institution of 
marriazce. 

To prove the points he makes in 
his article Judge Lindsey employs 
humerous specific “cases” that 
have come under his attention in 
his own Family Court in Denver. 
The sex relations that he defines 
are in themselves quite startling 


keep sedulouslty out of your range 
of perfect vision; but you can per~- 


ceive them if you have insight and / 


sympathy, and an inquiring mind, 
in every nook and cranny of our 
American life today. The confi- 
dences imparted in the Domestic 
Relations Department of my court 
bring many to my view; and for 
the hundreds of cases I review 
there. I know there are thousands 
of which neither I nor anybody 
else, save those immediately con- 
cerned, ever hears. 

“But what makes all this dra- 
matic is not solely its secrecy. What 
makes it dramatic is that it is a 
travail; that its fruits, whether 
good or bad, are brought forth in 
pain, and with wrenching of the 
spirit. 

“In this respect it is very differ- 
ent from what is most character- 
istic in the revolt of youth. Youth 
is pliant. It was born to the new 
order, the twentieth century order 
of things, in the first place: and 
such adaptations as it has had to 
make in order to live simultaneous- 
ly with the new order and the old, 
it has made easily, as easily and 
inevitably as it has learned te 
dance the Charleston, which middic 
age finds difficult. 

“Moreover, youth has support in 
its innovations. It has formed a 
world of its own. a segmented, co- 
hesive thing which speaks its own 
peculiar tongue, has its own weil- 
recognized customs and mora) 
sanctions—and even, if you will, its 
emerging culture. Some of that 
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enough; but the Judge only em- 
Ploys them, he declares, to justify 
his belief that a new leaven is 
working in society, that may. soon- 
er or later, convert the marriage 
relation into something quite dif- 
ferent from what it has been con- 
sidered, through the age, to be. 
In the course of his article Judge 
Lindsey says: 
Two Major Dramas. 

“There are two major dramas 
aoe forward in American life to- 

y. 

“It is like a play within a play. 
or two plays proceeding at the 
Same time, the one, as it were, be- 
hind the other. On the open stage 
we have the drama of youth in 
revolt, popping its rockets and red 
fire where everybody can see it 
But behind, in a half light behold 
another drama—the drama of 
adult restiveness, of the adult strug- 
gle with inclinations, with forbid- 
den choices, with taboo ideas. and 
with lifetime habits of thought and 
action—some of them stupid and 
some not so stupid—that were bred 
in their bones as children. 

“The way of that drama is se- 
cret; and it is the more dramatic 
for that reason. The actors in it 


culture is destined, nm my judg- 
ment, to be permanent: and part of 
it will serve as a stepping stone to 
changes in social custom that 
Promises to be radical beyond any- 
thing even the most visionary 
prophets among us dare project. 


Youth Takes Freedom 


“Children, as they grow up, step 
into this new order of things natur- 
ally. There is little or no wrench- 
ing, warping or displacement of 
the deNecate internal machinery of 
the personal life. That is why. with 
& minimum of damage to itself, 
Youth has been able not merely to 
talk about freedom but to take it, 
in defiance of customs and tradi- 
Gons which it regards as irrational, 
unsuitable and wanting in genuine 
authority. This Youth. at small 
cost, has freedom in large meas- 
ure; for it is true im fact as well 
as proverbd that possession is nine 
points of law. 

“Not so with existent Middle 
Age. From the beginning today’s 
adults are under a kind of psychic 
coercion that reaches out for them, 
like a long arm of the Past. It is 
the most powerful coercion known: 


as of divine origin—from the days 
of yesterday's childhood. 

“Tt is the coercion of life habit, 
life fears, life customs and unques- 
tioning beliefs It springs from our 
folk-ways, and regardless of wheth- 
er it be rational or irrational its 
grip is one of steel 

“This grip of the Past is broken. 
tm most cases, only at the cost of 
subjective amxieties and fears which 
may manifest themselves physically 
ag well as mentally—fears which. 
if they prove too strong and per- 
sistent, may wreck the health and 
happiness of the person who has 
miscalculated their strength and 
his own weakness.” 

Relative to his own reaction to 
the revolt that Judge Lindsey de- 
clares he sees afl about him, he 
says: 
= rally speaking, I am not 
afraid of revolt. I believe in it on 
general principles, as against un- 
thinking conformity.
